The 
author deals with the exploits and discoveries of the- Elizabethan 
navigators, Sir John Hawkins, Sir Francis Drake, Thomas Caven- 
dish, the Earl of Cumberland, etc. He writes in a copious and 
interesting manner of the physical geography, natural history and 
climate of the whole continent, and at a time not so long posterior 
to the first settlement at New Plymouth. The work is divided 
into two parts.

Franklin chides 
him for not becoming an author for the benefit of mankind instead 
of a mere printer, and states that Straney will be found guilty 
hereafter of burying his talent. 


**Tf I were King (which may God, in Mercy to us all, prevent), I should 
certainly make you the Historiographer of my Reign. There could be but 
one objection. I suspect you might be a little partial in my Favour. But 
your other Qualifications for an Historian being duly considered, I believe 
we might get over that. Our petty publick Affairs here are in the greatest 
Confusion, and will never, in my Opinion, be compos’d while the Proprietary 
Government subsists. I have wrote a little Piece (which I send enclos’d) to 
persuade a Change. People talk of sending me to England to negociate it. 
But I grow very indolent. Bustling is for younger Men. Mrs. Franklin, 
Sally, and my son and Daughter of the Jerseys, with whom I lately spent a 
Week, all join in best wishes of Prosperity to you & all yours,” etc. A 
reference to a work by Mr. Griffith follows, in a postscript, and the writer 
says: ‘‘I conceive many more of them [similar books] come to America than 
he imagines.” Refers to American booksellers. 


A highly important and valuable letter of very great interest 
because of its bearing upon American history. In 1764 Franklin 
visited England, for the second time, with a petition for a change 
in the Charter. He was chosen as Provincial Agent to urge the 
measure for the taxing of the proprietary estates of Pennsylvania 
before the King (George III) and this very important letter refers 
directly to the “Proprietary Government.” ‘For years the pro- 
vince (of Pennsylvania) had been agitated by quarrels between the 
Assembly and the proprietors on the subject of prerogatives .. . 

Dr. Franklin and his associates contended that the proprietary 
estates should be taxed in common with other property. The 
proprietors, resting upon the privileges of the Charter resisted the 
measure.” Reconciliation being at an end, Franklin proposed to 
petition the King to purchase the jurisdiction of the province from 
the proprietors and vest the government directly in the Crown. 
The petition was drawn up setting forth the increasing property 
and as a consequence the increasing power of the proprietaries, and 
the danger to be apprehended from the influence of such a power 
in the State intervening between the Crown and the people. This 
was the first great step towards revolution in Pennsylvania—

The present small volume, a commonplace book of Latin definitions 
and other miscellaneous notes, legibly written at different periods 
(Waller was born in 1605 and died in 1682), acquires an indirect 
importance from the fact that it formerly belonged to the Lees, of 
Hartwell House, Bucks, who, like the Wallers, were an ancient 
family dating back to Elizabethan times, and inside the cover has 
the Lee bookplate and the memorandum: “J. Lee.

But 
your other Qualifications for an Historian being duly considered, I believe 
we might get over that. Our petty publick Affairs here are in the greatest 
Confusion, and will never, in my Opinion, be compos’d while the Proprietary 
Government subsists. I have wrote a little Piece (which I send enclos’d) to 
persuade a Change. People talk of sending me to England to negociate it. 
But I grow very indolent. Bustling is for younger Men. Mrs. Franklin, 
Sally, and my son and Daughter of the Jerseys, with whom I lately spent a 
Week, all join in best wishes of Prosperity to you & all yours,” etc. A 
reference to a work by Mr. Griffith follows, in a postscript, and the writer 
says: ‘*‘I conceive many more of them [similar books] come to America than 
he imagines.” Refers to American booksellers. 


A highly important and valuable letter of very great interest 
because of its bearing upon American history. In 1764 Franklin 
visited England, for the second time, with a petition for a change 
in the Charter. He was chosen as Provincial Agent to urge the 
measure for the taxing of the proprietary estates of Pennsylvania 
before the King (George III) and this very important letter refers 
directly to the “Proprietary Government.” ‘For years the pro- 
vince (of Pennsylvania) had been agitated by quarrels between the 
Assembly and the proprietors on the subject of prerogatives... . 
Dr. Franklin and his associates contended that the proprietary 
estates should be taxed in common with other property. The 
proprietors, resting upon the privileges of the Charter resisted the 
measure.” Reconciliation being at an end, Franklin proposed to 
petition the King to purchase the jurisdiction of the province from 
the proprietors and vest the government directly in the Crown. 
The petition was drawn up setting forth the increasing property 
and as a consequence the increasing power of the proprietaries, and 
the danger to be apprehended from the influence of such a power 
in the State intervening between the Crown and the people. This 
was the first great step towards revolution in Pennsylvania—
